Coolidge and Hoover Silent on Farm Relief Question

W ashington, Jan. 8— An extra 
session of congress eith er in the 
spring or the autum n seems inev­ 
itable. 
Farm relief and tarlfT re­ 
vision w ill be its m ajor tasks. 
This conclusion developed today 
afte r congressional 
leaders had 
visited President-elect Hoover and 
had told him th a t th e consensus 
of opinion of the farm group was 
th a t farm legislation would bet­ 
te r be attem pted at a special ses­ 
sion. 
Mr. Hoover, according to 
R epresentative H augen of Iowa, 
one of th e callers, said simply that 
he was not president yet and that 
Mr. Coolidge was 
still 
in 
the 
W hite House. 
' 
This m eans m erely th at if con­ 
gress wishes to heed the request 
of Mr. Coolidge and pass a farm 
bill at this session 
Mr. 
Hoover 
w ill be satisfied but th at if con­ 
gress on the other band prefers 
postponem ent, 
Mr. 
Hoover will 
not Interpose 
his 
influence 
to! 
change the situation. 
Coolidge Still President. 
And the tru th Is Congress, th at I 
Is the farm group, isn 't very fond ' 
of the Coolidge agricultural poll- > 
d e s and hence a request from Mr. i 
Coolidge for action a t this session | 
will go by 
default. 
W ith 
Mr.] 
Hoover’s neutrality clearly defin- 
d today, the extra session has be­ 
come virtually a certainty. 
"The constitution doesn’t pro­ 
vide for two presidents,” rem ark­ 
ed Chairm an W ork of the repub­ 
lican national com m ittee with a 
sm ile as he left the Hoover head­ 
quarters. 
"M r. Hoover is a pri­ 
vate citizen in d :» o m ore an offi­ 
cial than I tm . * I never attem pt 
to speak for him and do not know 
w hat he will do.” 
Hoover Wants Information. 
From the foregoing, too, corro-1 
boration was draw n of w hat Mr. 
Haugen had said when he em erg­ 
ed from the 
conference 
rooms, 
nam ely th at Mr. Hoover was here 
m erely to f e t 
inform ation 
and 
advice of use to 
him 
when 
he 
takes office but th a t he would not 
in the slightest degree attem pt to 
shape legislation 
o r enter 
into 
any parleys a t this 
tim e 
about 
things th a t m ust be settled after 
he U kes office. 
Mr. Hoover’s po­ 
sition was taken a fte r he learned 
th a t it would be of no avail any­ 
how to try to influence th e farm 
group in congress on the subject 
of an extra session. 
Senator Borha, of Idaho, had, 
moreover, declared him self for an 
extra session, and It would have 
m eant friction at th e sta rt for the 
president-elect to have U ken Is­ 
sue with the Idaho senator. 
May Be Early One. 
The only argum ent against an 
extra session bas come from those 
who thought the president-elect 
should be able to sta rt off his ad ­ 
m inistration w ithout having con­ 
gress on his hands and th a t more 
tim e was needed before tariff leg­ 
islation could be passed. 
W ith the decision to have an 
extra session the cam paign pledg­ 
es sU nd a better chance of ful 
flllm ent as th e republican m ajor 
tty in both houses 
will be more 
com fortable than a t any 
tim e in 
several years. 
The question of when the ex­ 
tra session shall be held will be 
Mr. Hoover’s most im portant de­ 
cision. 
It is his alone— nobody 
in congress has a voice In fixing

Cohen, 
defense 
counsel, im mediately 
asked 
per­ 
mission of the court to Ale an ap­ 
peal for a new trial. 
His request 
was granted. 
Sentence will not be pronounced 
until disposition is made of the 
appeal. 
Under Pennsylvania law, 
the jury is required in returning 
a m urder in the first degree ver­ 
dict to specify the penalty, which 
either is execution by electrocu­ 
tion or life im prisonm ent. 
The verdict was said to have 
been reached 
as 
a compromise. 
Three polls, it was said, were ne­ 
cessary to obtain a unanim ous de­ 
cision. 
On the first nine Juror* 
were for life Im prisonm ent, two 
for a verdict of m urder in the sec­ 
ond degree and one for "not guilty 
by reason of insanity.”

president nor the president-elect 
would m ake any move regarding 
farm 
relief

this m eeting of Congress, an ex­ 
tra session of the new Congress 
was regarded as inevitable. 
Inform ation given to Republi­ 
can Congressional 
leaders 
was 
th at President 
Coolidge 
would 
not tak e any action which m ight 
be 
construed 
aa bearing 
upon 
events in the 
Hoover 
adm inis­ 
tration. Previously they had been 
told frankly by Mr. Hoover 
th a t 
he would in no 
way 
interfere 
with 
legislation 
during 
the 
Coolidge regime. 
The chief 
executive and 
the 
president-elect held a second con­ 
ference today at the W hite House 
at which 
it was 
assum ed 
the 
legislative situation was 
discus­ 
sed. although no statem ent 
re ­ 
garding th e m eeting was 
fo rth ­ 
coming. 
Besides calling on the 
prest 
dent, the 
president-elect 
m et 
Secretary Kellogg a t 
a luncheon 
conference and 
received 
more 
pleas from Congressional leaders 
for an extra session in th e 
early 
spring. 
Home Backing BUI Now 
These 
leaders included Sena­ 
tor B rookhart 
of Iowa 
and 
a 
com m ittee from the Pennsylvania 
Republican 
delegation 
in 
the 
House, which presented a form al 
resolution adopted 
by th a t dele­ 
gation and asking 
for a 
session 
"aa soon as possible.” 
Mr. Hoover has given no Indi­ 
cation as to when he will c*M the 
new Congress to W ashington and 
it is not likely he will do so be­ 
fore leaving next week for Flori­ 
da to rem ain away from th e cap­ 
ital until March 3, the day before 
his inauguration.

The com m ittee at that 
tim e held th e 
Mexican 
papers 
fraudulent. 
Senators 
Borah 
and

along with Senators H eflin und 
La Follette of W isconsin 
were 
named as receiving money from 
Mexico in the docum ents publish­ 
ed about a year ago in the H earst 
papers. 
Going before the investigating 
com m ittee when they learned of 
the docum ents, the two senators 
made sworn statem ents 
denying 
In every particular the contents 
of the papers and any knowledge 
of them . 
They 
demanded 
that 
the papers be made public. 
As in the case of the 
Mexican 
notes, Dudley Field Malone, New 
York attorney, was 
named 
in 
Russian papers as the interm edi­ 
ary between Russia and the sen­ 
ators who presum ably were being 
paid for services in 
behalf 
of 
American recognition of 
Russia. 
Mr. Malone likewise denied any 
part In the supposed scheme.

Woods was arrested as she lay on 
a sick bed ton'ght after one would- 
be assassin was killed by police 
and a deputy sheriff wounded in a 
gun battle when

thrown over the city to watch all 
hospitals.

The dead man was identified as 
William Thompson, of Wyandotte, 
Mich., near here.

LE G I S L A T U R E TO

THIS SESSION

Definite steps to introduce capital 
punishment into the maze of pro­ 
posed crime legislation already in 
proepect for the legislature were 
taken today by a group of house 
and senate members. 
The controversial subject will be 
submitted early, if present plans 
go through, and if accepted by the 
legislature probably will carry a 
referendum clause 
requiring 
its 
submission to the people in the 
general election next April. 
Representatives Milton R. Pal­ 
mer and Joseph C. Armstrong, both 
of Detroit, and 
both 
prominent 
among the proponents of the ex­ 
treme penalty, discussed the proj­ 
ect with members of the upper 
branch. 
The result was that the 
house members agreed to accept a 
referendum if the measure can be 
passed in time for a 
vote 
this 
spring. 
In the 1927 legislature. 
Representative Armstrong sponsor­ 
ed a death biti and the inelatence 
of some members of the senate for 
a referendum did much to bring 
about its defeat and separate the 
two branches on the proposal. 
Present Law Unfair. 
The bill providing 
for 
capital 
punishment probably will be intro­ 
duced in the senate. 
Representa­ 
tives Palmer and Armstrong agreed 
it would be better to have the 
measure considered there first, as 
in the last session the house ap­ 
proved such a bill only to see it 
killed in the senate, 
it was said 
Senator Chester kl. Howell of Sagi­ 
naw , Senator Arthur Wood of De­ 
li .•* v 
Senato. Peter IL Leon.:’ 
of Genesee, may submit the hilt. 
It probably will provide electrocu­ 
tion for first degree murderers and 
may bar circumstantial 
evidence 
convictions. 
Armstrong, who fought for the 
penalty two years ago, declared it 
would be poor policy to again offer 
such a measure in the house, 
if 
the senate approves there will be 
little trouble in the lower branch. 
he estimated. 
He asserted that 
the present laws which provide the 
same 
punishment 
life 
imprison­ 
ment—for the fourth felon as for 
the cold blooded mudrerer. are un­ 
just. 
The first proposal dealing with 
the strife freighted highway finance 
issue was submitted to the legis­ 
lature today. 
Would Cut Counties. 
Representative Ate Dykstra of 
Grund Rapids, offered a hill in tile 
house which would cut state re­ 
ceipts, reduce 
county 
apportion­ 
ments of funds and benefit cities, 
villages and townships. His meas­ 
ure advocates splitting 
the 
pro­ 
ceeds from the automobile weight 
tax three ways 
one third 
to the 
state, one-third to the counties and 
one-third to the cities, villages and 
townships for highway purposes. 
At the prevailing rate of revenue 
this would mean 
in 
excess 
of 
$6,000,000 annually for each group 
This would mean a drop for the 
counties, as they will receive ap­ 
proximately $9,600,000 for 1928. 
It 
likewise would cut the state. 
Un­ 
der the present arrangement the 
state and the counties divide an 
amount equal to the weight tax. 
giving them an even split of about 
$19,000,000. 
The bill contains elements which 
may draw support. 
Rural mem­ 
bers of the legislature through a 
program 
adopted 
by 
the 
state 
Grange and Farm Bureau are virtu­ 
ally pledged to seek financial aid 
for township roads. 
The Dykstra 
bill provides for 
this, 
although 
whether it does so in measure suf­ 
ficient to satisfy the farmers is a 
question. 
The cities and villages 
have pressed for an apportionment 
of highway finances in previous 
sessions. Two years ago they made 
their first headway when payment 
of $2,000 a mile for the upkeep of 
trunk lines wtthiu their city limits 
was authorized. 
Backed toy League. 
The bill sponsored by Dykstra 
would require cities of more than 
100,000 population to spend their 
share of the proceeds of the pro­ 
posed distribution with preference 
for grade separations, street widen- 
lugs and bridges. 
AU units bene­ 
fited would he required to devote 
the money exclusively to highway 
Improvement. 
Tho plan to distribute part of 
the state highway fund to the cities 
has behind it the support of the 
League of Michigan Municipalities. 
It is expected it will be opposed 
by the administration. 
Governor 
Green baa indicated he believes 
the state should be permitted to 
proceed with its trunk line im­ 
provement program without any re­ 
duction of revenues. 
The highway finance proposal is 
the third important issue to he of­ 
fered the legislature. 
Bills pro­ 
viding crime code revision, stat* 
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budget expenditures and now high­ 
way funds have been submitted in 
record-breaking sequence. The leg­ 
islature is only a week old. 
A new* attack upon life imprison­ 
ment for four liquor offenses wae 
launched by Representative Robert 
IV Wardell of Detroit, wet leader 
in the house. He introduced a bill 
which would remove 
liquor 
of 
enses entirely from the category 
of felonies. 
Ile would define liq­ 
uor violations 
as 
misdemeanors, 
which automatically would remove 
them from the life sentence provi­ 
sions of the crime code.

$1,000 fine or not more than one 
year imprisonment.

ond or subsequent offenses, the

fine of $1,000.

The one-buck law has been thor­ 
oughly tested and found to 
be 
the only effective means of main­ 
taining both deer 
hunting 
and 
deer supply. 
It is not satisfactory to a hand­ 
ful of hunters who failed to land 
a deer last year, and who have an 
idea that a closed season or two 
might increase the supply suffi­ 
ciently to permit them at least 
to kill a doe or r fawn. 
But 
anyone who 
has 
followed 
the 
progress of conservation in this 
region knows that had the old- 
time, one-deer law been in ef­ 
fect during the last three years, 
there would not have been 10,000 
hucks in the woods for hunters 
to kill. 
The male deer law is In force 
in Florida, Maryland. Arkansas. 
California. Nevada. 
New 
York. 
Virginia. Texas. Tennessee. Ver­ 
mont, 
W ashington. 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan. 
Wyoming. 
Arizona, 
colorado, 
M ississippi, 
Montana, 
New Jersey, New Mexico, North 
Carolina. Oregon, 
South 
Caro­ 
lina, South Dakota. Utah. Brit­ 
ish Columbia, Manitoba. Saskat­ 
chewan and Mexico. The states of 
Connecticut and Georgia permit 
the killing of one deer regardless 
of sex.

Louisiana's

against killing fawns us is the 
case in Massachusetts. 
The state 
of Pennsylvania, because the one- 
buck law worked so effectively, 
permitted taking doe* this year 
hut Pennsylvania can fairly 
be 
listed in the one-buck group. 
We doubt whether Michigan's 
deer population can survive 
if 
10,000 hucks are killed annual­ 
ly. 
But we know, also, that the 
slaughter would have been many 
times greater of killing deers and 
fawns had been permitted. Clos­ 
ing seasons may be necessary but 
there will be no 
benefit 
from 
closed seasons if. during the suc­ 
ceeding year, the slaughter is in­ 
creased many times over. 
The one-buck law has proved 
its worth and it ought to be kept 
on the hooks.

D begin with, there is the Miracle Ray, 
which has already restored animation to the 
lower forms of animal life. 
The experi­ 
ments to date have been on flies. 
But that, of 
course, is a mere beginning. 
Flies, as everybody knows, die— or at least 
seem to die— at freezing temperature. 
There 
has never been any known way of restoring 
them to life.

Among his astonishing prophecies, Babson 
maintains that, within 25 years, we will be so 
accustomed to complete human transformations, 
we won't think anything at all about them. 
The 
fat will get thin. 
The thin will grow fat. 
The 
short may become tall. 
And the gangling re­ 
duced to reasonable proportions. 
Cowards and criminals will be made into 
brave men and good citizens. 
Grouches will 
gkow good-natured. 
Weaklings strong. 
And 
normal intelligence will be bequeathed to the

E X T Babson dwells at length on the pos­ 
sibilities of radio. 
"In radio," he affirms, "we are only 
on the threshold. 
Power, light" and heat will 
% 
soon be transmitted by wireless." 
As for television, it may be so perfected within 
our lifetime, that we shall be able to carry on 
face-to-face conversations across continents and 
oceans, Babson says. 
And when Ioho Smith turns on his radio, for 
the missus and the kids to listen, they can also 
watch. 
It shall be a commonplace to see plays, 
and orators, and public events, while sitting in 
the family living room. 
Because all that is now 
heard may shortly be seen, as well. 
Almost everybody predicts general popularity 
for the airplane. 
But it remained'for Mr. Bab­ 
son to predict that every house will have a hangar. 
"Aviation will never become practical," he 


points out, "until the perfection of the helicopter, 
which will enable a plane to rise vertically in 
the air, and descend in the same fashion. 
‘Nobody would drive automobiles," contends 
Babson, "if they had to park them in a distant 
municipal garage. 
Neither will people leave 
planes on far-away landing fields. 
No, sir— 
we w ant'them on our roofs, exactly as we want 
our cars in our own backyards. 
W e'll have them 
there, too, because the aerial flivver is going to 
be as cheap, as safe and as easily handled as the 
Fdrd.” 
About that time, Mr. Babson'* prediction as 
to two-deck streets will also come to pass. 
All 
main streets, he thinks, will have two stories of 
sidewalks. 
Parking cars on the new highways 
will be easier, because, by and by. gears will 
shift automatically. 
Also, automobiles will be 
so constructed that they will move sideways, as 
well as rorward and back. 
Instead of backing 
and filling we will go broadside into our parking 
spaces, thus utilizing every foot of room. 
H 


O U SEW IV ES. particularly, 
will profit 
under the magic era. Mr. Babson says that 
there is already a chemical substance which 
absorbs heat in the 
ay a c 
dark. 
When it is exposed to 
the light, it gives out the heat again. 
Thus, 
placed in the dark interior of an ice chest, it 
absorbs the heat from the contents. 
Removed, 
and exposed to light on a cooking appliance, it 
throws off the heat which may be employed for 
culinary purposes. 
Speaking of heat reminded 
Babson that 
houses will be electrically cooled in warm 
weather. 
W e will “turn on the cold” in Au­ 
gust more simply than we "turn on the heat" in 
November. 
So many, many things will be done 
by electricity! 
Even wrist watches will be run, 
set and regulated, he says, by radio. 
It's going to be lots of fun coolung. 
Because 
strawberries are going to grow as big as cabbages 
— well almost as big. 
A s big as potatoes any­ 
how— and all vegetables are going to assume 
the most convenient proportions. 
Burbank, ac­ 
cording to Babson, will be completely surpassed. 
Also— and this is great news for the people who 
count calories— there has been a way discovered 
to make plants produce sugar or starch at will. 
Imagine going into a chain grocery store, and 
buying a can of sunlight as casually as a can of 
peaches. 
Well, in New Mexico they have al­ 
ready made experiments that demonstrate tbs 
possibility of storing away the heat of the sun's 
rays for future use. 
"W hat has been developed," explains Mr. 
Babson, "is the need of a synthetic metal that 
will conduct heat in one direction while not 
permitting it to pass to the other. 
When the 
substance has been perfected, we will be able 
to make containers that will fill up with sun- 
heat by the simple expedient of putting them 
where the sun can shine on them. 
"But the heat will not be able to escape until 
we open a valve, because it cannot pass back 
through the resistant walls of the container." 
C 


E N T U R IE S ago wise old alchemists are 
said to have made gold. 
Whether they did 
or not is a mystery, because their secrets 
perished with them. 
Most people ridicule the 
notion, but Mr. Babcock contemplates something 
even more startling. 
"The alchemists were right." he says. 
"It is 
entirely a matter of the right arrangement of 
atoms. 
W e are finding out how to rearrange 
atomic structures. And, within 25 years, we will 
be able to make gold from lead, and milk and 
cheese from kerosene. 
There are absolutely no 
limits to what can be done." 
Synthetic rubber is already an accomplished 
fact. But the things Mr. Babson says we are 
going to do with it are breath-taking. Pave our 
streets, for instance. 
And wall aid floor our 
houses and offices, to keep them quiet. 
Soon men are going to wear paper suits, and 
there will be no good of using cloth. A man’s 
suit— "ready to wear,*' as they say— will be pro­ 
duced from a slot machine, nicely done up. and 
a)l ready for the prospective wearer to carry 
away. 


Even the buttons will bo of paper. 
And the 
whole thing won't cost any more than it costs 
now to have a suit cleansed and pressed. But 
Mr. Babson doubts that such apparel will be al­ 
together popular— not, in other words, exactly 
what the well-dressed man will wear. 
H e predicts the total elimination of rot in 
wood that will effect a revolution in industry and 
building. 
Rot is occasioned by micro-organisms, 
and when these organisms are disposed of, the 
wood will last indefinitely. 
M r. Babson says 
it will be accomplished by inoculating the living 
trees. Inoculation can also change a tree from 
ash to oak, he says. O r from maple to birch. 
Not only will wood last forever, but rust will 
be also abolished. So that the tremendous indus­ 
trial losses suffered from rot and rust will no 
longer occur. 
All these things, according to Babson, are in­ 
evitable. They are, moreover, merely around the 
corner. Prosperity and magic and any number 
of things. 
T 


H E presidential election calmed whatever 
fears the famed statistician might have had 
for our immediate future. 
"While it is true/' he admits, "that business 
conditions create presidents more often than presi­ 
dents create business conditions, yet the next 
president of the United States will come closer 
than any of his predecessors for many years in 
influencing the trend of American business. 
"W e have placed in the White House an engi­ 
neer and not a politician. W e have brought to 
the administration of Use nation's business for the 
next four years the scientific knowledge of one 
of the best administrative experts in the world. 
Every section of the country will receive equal 
consideration and all groups fair treatment P ar­ 
ticularly, will the agricultural sections benefit 
"Constructive measures will be duped to re­ 
store conditions in the agricultural areas. And 
with this accomplished, the basic prosperity of 
the country is assured, for it must not be forgotten 
that we have an agricultural nation. Upon the 
fate of our agriculture rests our prosperity as a 
people. Industrial and manufacturing prosperity 
must have as a back-log an assured nigh rate 
of purchasing power in the agricultural sections. 
Thus our manufacturing industries are inextrica­ 
bly linked with the welfare of agriculture. 
"The present condition of the country, except 
for an inflated stock market, is fundamentally 
healthy, and I look to see the first half of 1929 
reflect fairly good business which will compare 
favorably with the first half of 1926. 
"Active business will keep employment near 
current levels. Payrolls should rise somewhat. 
General commodity prices will probably tend up­ 
ward for the short swing, but should sag later. 


The outlook for sales territories is distinctly more 
encouraging, particularly in the agriculture sec­ 
tions. 


/TO N EY rates should average firm for the 
IYJ. Dear term> hut later should tend gradu­ 
ally downward. On this basis, the bood 
market will slowly swing around to a more 
healthy condition. The stock market is the only 
major phase of activity which is inflated. 
A 
sharp tumble any time would not be surprising 
and would correct a dangerous situation. 
"A temporary move upward in general com­ 
modity prices into 1929 seems probable. Later, 
the trend should bring prices down to 1928 levels. 
I look for no marked inflation; only a short up 
swing. This would come from the reluctance on 
the part of manufacturers and merchants to order 
thus far this year because of presidential fears. 
Consequently there may be a stampede of orders 
with strengthening in many commodities. 
"Sales territories in 1929 should have a more 
even distribution of prosperity than heretofore. 
Optimism in the important farming sections should 
make itself felt as actual conditions improve upon 
the fulfillment of Mr. Hoover's pre-election 
promises. 
"It is expected that total payrolls will average 
slightly higher. This improvement would be due 
to increased hours .of plant operation rather than 
to rising wages per worker. In fact, the outlook 
is for wage rates to sag somewhat during 1929, 
but no serious reductions are anticipated. 
"The cost of living should remain at about 
current levels with a possible tendency to weaken 
later. Industrial disputes should assume no par­ 
ticular importance during the first part of the 
year. but probably will be larger in number than 
in the first part of 1928. 
Present conditions 
point to a continuation of unemployment because 
of the displacement of workers by laj>or-saving 
machinery.

I i a year of reasonably good activity 
which should compare favorably with the 
12 months just closing. 
Except for the stock 
market, the basic barometers are in a fundamen­ 
tally sound condition. Furthermore, the Amer­ 
ican people ate in an affirmatively optiuristic/fnood 
toward the year ahead. 
"The last few years have been kind to us. W e 
must expect stiffer competition both at home and 
abroad for 1929. But while it will require a 
little harder work, a little more application to die 
job, yet 1929 offers distinctly good opportuni­ 
ties. I might put it this way— the last few years 
have constituted an opportunity for the American 
business man. 1929 represents a challenge. And 
I am positive the American business man will 
meet this challenge."

AT SONNENBERG 


Discounts Value of “Fly­ 
ing: Tackle” In Wrest­ 
ling: Game 


Politicians, Racketeers 
Gave Rickard Hard Fight 
But He Whipped Them 


Detroit, 
Mich., 
Jan . 
9 — C u b 
Sonnenberg’s victory over "Stran ­ 
gler” Lewis for the heavyweight 
championship of 
the 
world 
in 
Boston Friday night Is somewhat 
incongruous, according to Clifford 
Thorne, former wrestling coach at 
the University of 
Michigan 
and 
City College and at present swim­ 
ming instructor at W ebster Hall. 
Thorne, who 
wrestled 
Frank 
Gotch three times 
in 
handicap 
matches, bases bls doubts on 15 
years* experience as a professional 
w restler and on certain personal 
observations of and 
experiences 
with Sonnenberg, who has done 
much of his training with bim on 
the Belle 
Isle 
bathing 
beach 
where Thorne 
was 
chief 
life­ 
guard and Sonnepberg 
a 
guard 
under his direction. 
Sonnenberg depends upon the 
flying tackle 
in 
wrestling 
and 
Thorne explains why this flying 
tackle, which Sonnenberg used to 
beat Lewis, cannot be employed 
successfully in a wrestling match. 
M ost Have Forgotten. 
"W here was 
Lewis* 
stiff-arm 
stuff, the side-stepping, the low 
crouch and the numerous other 
methods that will easily block this 
football tackle?*’ asked 
Thorne, 
and continued: 
‘.‘The first thing a wrestler is 
taught is to avoid low tackling. In 
>, avoiding it the expert 
wrestler 
gains the advantage of the under­ 
hold. 
A third class wrestler can 
easily avoid the flying tackle. 
"Lew is is a big man but fast. 
He should easily beat Sonnenberg. 
From all accounts of the match 
he forgot all the fundam entals of 
his sport, and must have stood up 
like a tackling dummy 
and 
let 
Sonnenberg hit him wide open. 
Not rn W restler. 
" I f Sonnenberg .is 
a wrestler 
then I don't know anything about 
w restling. 
, 
"I will guarantee you that I can 
produce a dozen welter and mid­ 
dleweight wrestlers 
in 
Detroit 
who can throw Sonnenberg. Why, 
two years ago a Belle Isle bathing 
beach guard who 
weighed 
only 
160 pounds, 
threw 
Sonnenberg 
twice in IO minutes on the beach 
in the presence of 50 witnesses. 
"I am 43 years old and have 
not engaged in a wrestling match 
in several years, but 
I 
am still 
good enough to beat 8onnenberg. 
He Isn't fast enough on his feet. 
In fact, his feet are often in the 
way and it would be an easy m at­ 
ter for even a fair 
wrestler 
to 
throw him. 
He B ars Holds. 
"I have often pulled and tugged 
with Sonnenberg. He would ‘pull 
necks' with me any time, but he 
alw ays warned against the appli­ 
cation of holds and if I tried to 
get one on him be 
would 
pull 
back and refuse to continue. 
"Several members of the Provi­ 
dence football team on which Son­ 
nenberg played in the 
line last 
season, returned to Detroit last 
month aA I described some of the 
matches in which Sonnenberg en­ 
gaged and which seemed to have 
amused them highly, even though 
they were not conversant with the 
technique of wrestling. 
"They told me of one match in 
which a powerful opponent 
got 
Sonnenberg in a half-nelson. That 
is a hold where the arm of the 
victim is twisted up his back be­ 
hind the shoulder blades. Sonnen­ 
berg eluded this hold by 
slowly 
and impressively forcing his arm 
down until he finally brought it 
out in front of him. A half-nelson 
can’t be broken that way; even a 
boy can keep a man from doing it 
in that manner. 
Laugh at Tackle. 
"These teamm ates made parti­ 
cular fun of the 
flying 
tackle, 
with which Sonnenberg had never 
been able to hurt anybody in foot­ 
ball although he had tackled men 
who weigh IOO pounds less than 
some of his opponents on the mat 
whom 
he 
drives 
to 
apparent 
agony. 
Now, in football the ball­ 
carrier is going at high speed. It 
is difficult for him to 
shift 
be­ 
cause of hts momentum. 
He is 
often hit from behind 
or from 
the side by a flying tackle. 
He 
frequently is hit without 
seeing 
the tackler and with no knowl 
edge of being in danger of bein; 
tackled. 
And still I have heard 
of no man being knocked out by 
the impact of the tackle. 
In view 
of this it seems ridiculous to be 
Have that a man can be hurt by a 
flying tackle on the mat. 
He is 
stationary and the tackler is com­ 
ing directly at him from 
a dis-, 
tance of IS or 20 feet. Being set 
for tbs tackle and seeing the ap­ 
proaching tackler it is 
tho 
sim­ 
plest matter in the world for him 
to side-step the tackle or, lf he 
doesn't w ant to side-step the tac­ 
kle, be has the tackler at his mer- 
< cy. 
If he wants to be dirty about 
It he can easily crack the fellow's 
forehead by a slight shift of eith­ 
er knee. 
"A ll In all I think you can put 
down the Sonnenberg flying tee 
kle as the strangest success ever 
scored in 'a sport that is packed 
with strange and even queer phen 
omenon."

Kenneth L. "T u g ” Wilson, di­ 
rector of athletics at Northwest­ 
ern, countered by issuing a state­ 
ment which breaks off relations 
with the A. A. U. 
The statement 
read: 
“ The men who have been dis­ 
qualified by the A. A. U. competed 
in am ateur swimming meets last 
summer 
with 
our 
permission. 
These were am ateur meets, no ad ­ 
mission was charged, and all who 
competed were certified am aturs 
by some reputable and responsible 
organization. 
To Consult Griffith 
"The A. A. U. has not charged 
that the men violated any am ateur 
laws. 
Their only offense in the 
eyes of the A. A. U. is that they 
competed in meets not controlled 
by the A. A. U. Northwestern uni­ 
versity does not acknowledge that 
the A. A. U. has supreme control 
over swimming and other sports, 
and in the future we will schedule 
our meets with colleges, universi­ 
ties and such clubs as are not sub­ 
ject to A. A. U. control." 
Wilson hinted he would U ke up 
the matter with Major John L. 
Griffith, commissioner of athletics 
for the Big Ten. and that other 
members of the conference and

alm ost $260,000 by refusing to 
take out insurance to protect his 
shows against 
postponement by 
rain. 
It was held 
against him 
that it was only luck 
that 
put 
over the first million dollar fight 
between Dempsey and Carpentier 
and the two million and almost 
three million dollar 
fights 
that 
followed 
when 
Dempsey 
was 
packing them in. 
But Rickard was 
not 
always 
lucky. 
He had one of the best 
claims 
in 
the 
Klondike 
gold 
fields. 
He sold 
it 
for $17,000 
and 
more 
than $500,000 came 
out of the claim that be sold. 
He 
made a fortune and lost it run­ 
ning a gam bling 
house in Nome 
and In Goldfield and there were 
times not so 
many 
years 
ago 
when he was trying to make old 
Madison Square Garden go that 
he confessed 
be 
didn’t have a 
dime. 
A Dirty Fight. 
It was during these later days 
that Rickard had 
the 
toughest 
fight of his lite and because be 
survived as dirty and as unfair 
a fight as 
ever 
was 
carried a- 
gainst a man he went on to suc­ 
cess. 
If the politicians had lick­ 
ed him he would have been sunk. 
When he licked them be couldn’t 
be kept away from the millions 
that finally cam e to him. 
The old Garden In New York 
was always political spoils. When 
you promoted anything in the old 
building you had

And their end 
was plenty. 
When Rickard got 
through with a couple of shows

New York. Jan. 9—(ZP)—Describ­ 
ing as “unfair to our American 
athletes” (he pain of Paavo Nurmi 
to remain indefinitely in this coun­ 
try, training for the 1932 Olympics, 
Charles L. Ornstein of Washington, 
D. C., a member of the board of 
governors of the Amateur Athletic 
Union, today challenged the right 
of the Metropolitan A. A. U. to 
register the famous Finnish runner 
without, authority from the nation­ 
al body. 
Ornsten, in a telegram to Daniel 
J. Ferris, national secretary, ques­ 
tioned the policy as well as tile 
authority of local officials in regis­ 
tering Nurmi under the same con­ 
ditions as an American athlete. 
Ferris explained that under inter­ 
national athletic law, athletes resi­ 
dent for a month or more in a for­ 
eign country automatically come 
under the jurisdiction of the nation­ 
al governing body of that country. 
He asserted the 
regu lation 
of 
Nurmi was referred to the Metro­ 
politan A. A. U. because Nurmi 
now resides in New York and is 
subject, therefore, to local juris­ 
diction. 
Ferris said he considered 
proper action had been taken and 
would notify Ornstein to this effect. 
Ornstein 
criticized 
conditions 
which have permitted Willie Ritola, 
another Finnish star. to live and 
compete In the United States, but 
represent his native country in the 
Olympics, as he did in 1924 and 
1928. Ho voiced objections to Nur­ 
mi following a similar course.
